HERD IS DOING WELL AT HAN. 
SON RANCH. 

Native Lap Tells of Characteristics 
of Animals and Possibilities. 
The herd of reindeer from Norway 
ure nicely ensconced at the R. Han- 
son 2,500 acre ranch north of the ci- 
ty where, according to employees of 
the Department of Conservation of 
Michigan, they will probably find 


their future home. -Reports from 
the ranch state that the animals are 
getting along wonderfully well, are 
contented and active, and plenty of 
food to their liking is being found 
in abundance. Game Warden L. M.; 
Meade is looking after them anu 
makes daily reports to the Depart- 
ment as to the progress they are mak- 
ing. 

‘These animals already have cost 
the State a nice little sum and it is 
hoped and expected that in the near 
future they will become a sound fi- 
nancial asset to the people of Michi- 
gan as well as one of our big attrac- 
tions and pleasures. 

The deer were brot to 
from Norway by Dr. Halfdon Chris- 
tiansen, who is engaged in the rein- 
deer industry in Norway. 


When asked as to his opinion of! 
in Michigan, |. the r : 
“There is ne} in our country and you will find this 


reindeer establisnment 
Dr. Christiansen said, 
reason to believe otherwise than that 


reindeer will do well in your State./sen, “are the wolves. 


You recognize that in our own 
country ‘that they represent our most 
important industry. This is parti- 
eularly true in the northern sections 
pra we have found that the native 
a@plander has no superior as-a_rein- 
déer herder and breeder. There 
geems to be something almost uncan- 
by in their care and success with 
these animals. When a Lap has a 
herd numbering from 200 to 600 
reindeer, he is considered a poor Lap

snow boots. Even the horns are 
utilized in the making of handles for 
knives and other household utensils. 
About three weeks after the calf is 
born, the native Lap uses the milk 
of the female remdeer in making 
cheese, butter and other mulk prod- 
ucts and all the Lap children are 
particularly fond of reindeer milk.” 

Dr, Christiansen stated that, “The 
uverage Weight of the Norwegian 
reindeer is about, 250 pounds. How- 
ever, in his country, they are not 
judged by weight but by what is 
termed ‘Maale’, a form of measure- 


of the animal. Other terms used 
are ‘stvalpe and kvart’ having to do 
with the equivalent of centimeters. 
Iresh reindeer meat in Norway sells 


crowns or the equivalent at the pres- 
cnt rate of exchange of thirty cents 
pet pound in. your money,” said Dr. 
Christiansen. 

“Their present food consists of 
what is known as reindeer moss and 
there seems tu be no reasun why the 
moss and succulent grasses of your 
northern country shouid not be relish- 
ed by these animals,” 

“You know, we have over 400,000, 
reindeer in) Norway today and_ it 
would not surprise me tv learn in fif- 
teen years from now that this big 
vountry of yours has a like number 
and they ean thank this State of 
Michigan for beginning the indus- 
i try.” Pe 

“In Norway, we call the female 
‘simle,’ which in your language should 
he cow. The male is called 'grabuk’ 
or buck or bull. The young is called 
‘calv’ or calf.” 

‘The greatest enemy of the reindeer 


{rue in Michigan,” said Dr. Christian- 
The shape of 
the reindeer hoof does not make it 
necessary for them to yard in winter 
hike your wild deer but they can trav- 
el all over reytardiess of the depth of 
the snow. They can range as freely 
in winter as they can in summer. In 
Norwal when the Lap shepherds are 
tending their flocks in the mountain- 
nus country, they set up their tent 
near their fiecks and build a big fire. 
If the reindéer are disturbed at night 
in their feeding and rest by wolves or 


because that size herd will only take! if they scent a wolf from afar, they 


care of his immediate needs. How- 
ever, when the herd reaches 1,000 in 
number, he is then considered as be-! 
ing in the reindeer business.” 

The reindeer according to Dr, 
Christiansen breed about the 
of September and as a rule produce 
but one calf in late May or early 
June. Both male and female have} 
horns and shed in March or April. 

“I have often seen a spread of 
horns on 4 male reindeer of five feet 
from tip to tip and it is-not unusual,” 
said the Doctor, “to have reindeer 
run for two days and two nights at 
a stretch, stopping only for food, at 
au rate of speed of from 15 to 20 
miles an hour. Our people utilize 
everything that the reindeer can give 
them. They are butchered in Octob- 
er, November and December for 
home consumption and in January 
for export. The meat is used fresh,

Runts and the Remedy. 

Believing that there is a large 
field in this county for the practice 
of the truths herein expressed, 1 give 
herewith, without change, selections 
from an article by that title by John 
R. Mohier, Chief, Bureau of Animal 
Industry, United States Department 
of Agriculture, on the vital subject, 
“Runts and the Remedy.” 

“The experience of several hun- 
dred practical stock men and breed- 
ers shows that runtiness is largely 
preventable. 

“A bull, nearly 3 years old, receiv- 
ed at stock yards in Kosciusko, Mo., 
Jast year, weighed only 3800 pounds. 
In contrast, another bull, examined 
by a department specialist in north- 
ern Iflinois, weighed 2150 pounds as 
a 2 year old, or 7 times as much as 
the older one. 

“On farms whose live 
probably better managed than the 
yveneral average for the United 
States, runty animals constituted 7 
per cent of the total. 

“Binancial returns on these farms 
would be increased 13 per cent if 
runts were absent.

Runts By the Million. 

“Seven per cent of runty stock is 
a figure that looms large when ap- 
plied to the live-stock industry of 
the country. It means 14 million 
head, exclusive of feathered stock.

It is noticeable that whereas infer- 
ior breeding occupies first position as 
chief cause of runty stock, proper 
und adequate feed is first as a pre- 
ventive method. 

“Although inferior breeding causes

most runts, breeding alone will not 
prevent runts, You can stunt the 
best-bred animals by improper or in- 
sufficient feed 

“Study your animals before mat- 
ing. Do not use inferior stock. Be 
sure they are free from disease. Then 
give the “cornerib cross” and runts 
will be scarce. 

“One stockman said: ‘Better breed- 
ing, better feeding, better housing 
have been my ‘him, and I have reduc- 
ed my runts from 40 to 10 per cent in 
3 years. [I discovered that I lost 
money on nine-tenths of the runts I 
raised to normal size; and, with the 
others, I barely broke even. Breed 
and feed make the animal every time’ 

“Another breeder, who stated that 
he had no runts whatever, explained: 
‘We have eliminated runta by raising 
nothing but purebred stock.’ ‘We quit 
the scrub business long ago,’ said an- 
other. ‘When everyone quits raising 
scrubs, the runts will gradually quit.’ 
But so many people say, ‘Oh, it’s a 
hog or a calf. What’s the difference 
so the service fees are cheap?’ Poor 
blind people! 

“One farmer says, of reducing 
runts: ‘I always try to use a better 
sire than the dam, and in that way 
ret better offspring, not only in cattle 
but in chickens.’ 

“Orie stockman says: ‘Continue 
correct and nourishing feed until the 
animal is a year old, and then don’t 
stop.’ 

“A Virginia stockman sums up the 
general sentiment on prevention of 
runts by saying: ‘In 10 years of farm- 
ing I have not had a runt born of 
horses, cattle, or hogs. All my sires 
have been registered; and this, with 
good eare and feeding may be the 
reason.’ 


To Raise or Not to Raise Runts. 


“Doés it pay to raise runts to mar- 
ket sizé? 74 per cent of stockmen 
answered ‘No.’ 26 per cent advised 
raising undér ‘eértain conditions, such 
ni‘ en feed, fayorable markets, 
practicability of raising well-bred an- 
imals, even if undersized. 

“An experienced stockman says: 
‘In ease of inherited runtiness, due to 


inferior breediriz, It does not pay to|_ 


raise the animal; but, other causes

RUSSIA REFUSES TO PAY ALLIES 


Declare “Debts Represent Expendi- 
tures of Allies On Own Enterprise.” 


Genoa—Russia refuses to recognize 
the debts contracted by the czarist 
government during the war and later 
by the Kerensky government, 

In their answer to the Allied de- 
mands, the envoys of Soviet Russia 
asserted that they cannot meet the 
conditions laid down for them. 

In giving its reason for refusing to 
pay the*war-time debts, the soviet 
government states: 

“The war-time debts represent the 
expenditures of the allies on their 
own enterprise, whose successful con- 
clusions resulted in territorial ag- 
grandizement and enormous profits, 
whereas Russia secured nothing. For 
this reason we do not consider these 
expenditures debts and must, on prin- 
ciple refuse to pay them.” 

The announcement had the effect of 
another bombshell in the allied camp. 


SAYS JACKSON PRISON CROWDED 


Warden Hurlburt Declares Opposition 
to Transfer of Prisoners. 


Jackson—Warden Hurlburt, of Jack- 
son prison, has voiced disapproval of 
the proposa) to transfer. incorrigible 
inmates from the Detroit house of cor- 
rection to the local penal institution. 
The warden declared he had lodged a 
protest with Governor Groesbeck. 

“{ do not believe that it is the inten- 
tion of the governor or any cne else 
to transfer prisoners here from De- 
troit or any other place,” he said. “I 
have asked the governor to leave us 
alone. I have also suggested that he 
instruct judges to send short timers 
to Ionia.” 

The warden declared that there 
were 1,731 prisoners confined in the 
prison. This is almost double the 
number the place was construcféd to 
accommodate.

Former intelligence Officer Frustrated 
Many Anti-American Activities 
During War.

Kid gloves might be alright to use 
sumetimes, but Ohlinger doesn't draw 
them on when he tackles Legion prob- 
lems. 

Born of German parentage in China, 
a close friend of the late Theodore 
Roosevelt, world traveler and famed 
as having ridden a bicycle across 
South Africa are a few of the things 
that show why “Gus” stands ace high 
with the Legion men and also why he 
must be reckoned with by any group 
whose Americanism is questionable.

Highest Honors Paid One of Pershing’s 
Men Who Went to Death 
in War, 

It Is. seldom that one of Uncle Sam's 
sea fighters Ils named for an enliated 
man of the navy 
or marine corps. 
This has been 
done in the case 
of Corp. John 
Pruitt, one of 
Pershing'’s hun- 
dreds of beroes, 
who died from 
wounds while 
fighting Ger- 
mans, Honors 
had been heaped 
on Corporal 
Pruitt. befere he 
met death, but the fawniliie of a de- 
stroyer for him.didn't take place untiB 
Jong afterward. 

Mr. and Mrs. George Pruitt of 
hoenix, Ariz, have just received 
from the italian government a citation 
and the Italian war cross, Crace di 
Guerre, in recognition of thefr son's 
valor nearly four years ago. The cita- 
tion told of young Pruitt’s  single- 
handed bottle against two machine gun 
crews, capturing both, kiling two of 
the enemy and taking 40 prisoners. 

Under age and therefore ineligihle 
for the first draft, Pruitt volunteered 
for service with the marines less thin 
three weeks after war was declared. 
He was in France in January, 1918. 
and served as a “Devil Dog” until his 
death. His body was brought back to 
this country and buried with ail the 
honors that are a hero's, in the Nation- 
al cemetery at Arlington. 


LEGION HAS CEMETERY PLOT 


Racine (Wis.) Organization Will See 


That No Ex-Service Man Sleeps in 
Potter’s. Field. 

The American Legion at Racine, 
Wis., has taken over a part of one of 
the city's cemeteries and whl hotd it 
In order that no one of the ex-service 
men who did his share in the army or 
navy during the World war negd sleep 
in a potter's field. When the Legion's 
work on tts acquired plot is complete, 
Racine will have a miniature Arling- 
ton. The plot is circalar and will be 
fittingly arranged in order that it may 
look as much as possible like the na- 
tional cemetery in Virginia. 

The Legion men have authorized the 
expenditure of $6,893.50. for the land. 
A steel mast, from which will fly the 
Stars and Stripes is one of the first 
things the organization will buy. Al- 
ready Racine's 55 ex-service men are 
buried in two of Its cemeteries. An 
effort is to be made to have as many of. 
these as possible transferred to the 
new plot. Room for the burial of 
more than 800 veterans is being al- 
lowed for. 

The next session of the Wisconsin 
legislature will be asked to raise the 
amount which the state allows for the 
burial of a war veteran. At present 
this amount {s but $50, but It is hoped 
that this will be increased to $75 or 
$100.

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CUTTING ROADSIDE TREES 1L- 
LEGAL. 


Many people are not aware that 
they cannot cut trees within the pub- 
lie highways without making them- 
selves liable to a fine or imprison- 
ment. In the extra session of the leg- 
islature of 1921, a law was passed 
making it a misdemeanor to cut trees 
or shrubs within the limits of the 
public highways in the State of Mich- 
igan without a permit from the au- 
thorities having jurisdiction over such 
roads. The State Highway Commis- 
sioner has jurisdiction in the case of 
State Trunk Line and Federal Aided 
Roads, and Commissioner Rogers is 
determined that the law shall be 
strictly enforced as far as such roads 
are concerned in which he has the co- 
operation of the State Department of 
Public Safety and the county high- 
way authorities. 

Some violations of this act have 
been noticed, due to land owners cut- 


ting trees along their frontage in ig- F 


norance of this law. It should be un- 
derstood, however, that the law 
makes no exceptions and any land 
owner who cuts trees in the highway 
along his land is liable to arrest, fine 
or imprisonment. 

Somewhat similar laws have been 
passed in other states consistent with 
A progressite conservation policy. 
The people, not only of Michigan but 
of the whole country, are beginning 
to realize that the conservation of 
eur tree growth is a vital necessity 
and there is a strong sentiment for 
the planting and preservation of trees 
along the highways. While trees add 
greatly to the beauty of a region, 
they are valuable to the land owners 
and to the public at large for many 
other reasons. Trees temper the cli- 
mate and protect the land from wash- 
jing; they give shelter to birds, the 
farmers’ best friends; they serve as 
windbreaks to protect his crops; they 
furnish fruit, nuts and other food 
products and when properly conserv- 
ed furnish a perpetual supply of tim- 
ber. They add shade and beauty to 
the highway and add value to the ad- 
joining farm Jands by making farm 
homes more attractive.

Baseball Has Been One of the important Factors in Bringing Civilization to 
the Igorrotes. 


(Prepared by the Natlonal Geographic 
Boctety, Washington, D. C,) 


The decision of the Igorrotes, one of 
the few Philippine tribes which may 
now be called barbarous, no longer to 
eat dogs, emphasizes the march of clv- 
Uization in the aut-of-the-way portions 
of the islands, and givés proinise that 
soon it will be difficult to find the 
primitive customs that a decade ago 
marked some of the islands’ Mmhabl- 
tants. 

There aré perhaps 100,000 of the 
various Igorrotes-—those of Benguet, 
Lepanto, Amburayan and Bontoc. Only 
the latter have been head-hunters In 
recent decades, The Igorrotes are a 
robust and vigorous people. Both men 
and women are, as a rule, short, heav- 
lly built and strongly muscled, with 
broad, spreading feet, ‘Their hair is 
perfectly straight. Many of them have 
large and beautiful eyes. As a rule 
the ten wear thelr hair short, al- 
though some individuals, especially in 
Lepunto, allow it to grow to a consid- 
erable jength. 

A few years ago the usual dress of 
the men was the clout, supplemented, 
when the means of the individual per- 
mitted, with a cotton blanket. They 
were, however, glad to wear flannel 
shirts and coats of khaki or blue army 
cloth when obtainable. They also 
took early and kindly to hats. Indeed, 
many of them wore hats of thelr own 
make, 

In view of the scanty costume of the 
moen, it was a surprising fact that the 
women were ordinarily careful to keep 
their bedies fully covered, although 
when working about the house, weed- 
ing rice fields, or washing clothes, they 
frequently omitted upper garments. 
Wealthy women, even in the early 
days of American control, often wore 
several superimposed skirts und near- 
ly all bound towels about their heads. 

Nelther sex has any very elaborate 
ornaments. Some of the men adorn 
themselves with large bands of beads 
or wire and with ear ornaments of 
brass or silver. They often tattoo the 
backs of their hands. 

In Benguet a number of wealthy 
women possess beaten plates of thin 
gold, which they wear between their 
lips and front teeth on speclat occa- 
elons, thus completely closing their 
mouths, Doubtless many- American 
men would rejoice if ornaments of this 
character were to become fashionable 
in the United States. When they are 
worn the. male sex monopolizes. the 
conversation | 

Ave Induastrious Agriculturists, 

The Igorrotes are now peaceful, In- 
dustrious agriculturtsts. They lve 
chiefly on yams, but raise some taro 
and considerable quantities of rice, 
much of which is grown on terraces. 
The most wonderful of these ter- 
races are constructed by the Bontoc 
Agorrotes. Irish potatoes and coffee. 
{ntroduced years ago by the Span- 
fards, are raised for sale. Pigs and 
chickens are kept in considerable num- 
bers, but are, as a rule, eaten only on 
ceremonial occasions. Dogs have 
been a highly appreciated article of 
diet and were brought in large num- 
dera to Baguio from the lowlands for 
sale. On Sunday mornings the Bagulo 
dog market presented a unique spec- 
tacle. 

The Benguet Igorrotes ralse good 
horses in considerable numbers, and 
both men and women ride with skill, 
differing absolutely 
from the Ifugaos, Bontoc Igorrotes 
and Kalingas, who neither keep horses 
nor know how to use them. 

In the vicinity of Kabayan the Ben- 
guet Igorrotes. bulld good houses, 
which have floors and sides of boards 
and are even possessed of windows, 
while near Baguio’ and Cervantes 4 
number of Individuals have construct- 
ed up-to-date dwellings with galva- 
nized iron roofs, furnished with chalrs, 
tables, beds and American = stoves. 

The houses are usually grouped in 
small villager, but sometimes stand 
singly in very isolated places. 

The Benguet and Lepanto Igorrotes 
have mined gold for centurtes and are 
the only natfye miners in the Philip- 
pines. Ancient gold ornaments of un- 
known origin are still to be found 
among them. 

like the other tribes of northern Lu- 
zon, they are a music-loving people. 
They sing very pleasantly and some- 
times use bamboo flutes to accompany 
vocal music. Their dance music is pro- 
duced by gnansas and tong-barreled 
wooden dryms with skin heads. The 
tone of such a drum ls ¢arted by fin-

gering the head and by pressing the 
long barrel with the bare arm.

squat close by, 

A number of schools have been es- 
fablished for these people. Girls are 
tuught to weave good cloth. Young 
men have been educated sufficlently to 
serve successfully as secretaries and 
treasurers of thelr towns. 

The datly wage has risen steadily 
Since the Aimericun occupation and 
opportunity to work can practically al- 
ways be had by those who wish for It. 
The people of this tribe have pros- 
pered under American rule and today 
live in better houses, are better fed, 
wear better clothes and enjoy better 
health than ever before. 

The Head-Hunting. Tribe. 

The Bontoe Igorrotes sre a strong, 
warlike, head-hunting tribe number- 
ing approximately 76,000. They are 
almost limited to the very mountain- | 
ous region constituting the subprov- 
ince of Bontoc, but a very few are to 
be found in the subprovince of Kalin- 
ga. For the most part their territery 
is separated from that of neighboring 
tribes by mountain barriers. 

They are straight-hatred peaple, 
probably of Malayan origin. Both men 
and women are splendidly developed 
and are considered by many observers 
physically superior to any other Phft- 
ippine bbe except the Kalingas. 
While on the average they are more 
muscular than the latter people, they 
are at the same time more heayily, not 
to say clumsily, built. Both men and 
women were uncleanly, but there is a 
noticeable {mprovement in this regard. 

The dress of the men is usually a 
clout, although this is sometimes re 
placed by a mere apron, Blankets are 
comparatively rare. The men have tong 
hair, banged across the forehead and 
rolled into a knot behind, where it {s 
confined by a jaunty, more or less 
highly ornamented, rattan cap. Many 
of them make huge holes in the lobea 
of thelr ears, Into which they thrust 
wooden plugs, bamboo rings and vari- 
ous other objects which they consider 
ornamental. Occasional individuals 
wenr huge metal pendants tn their 
ears. ; 

The women use ear ornaments sim- 
ilar to those of the men, and in addl- 
tion wear in thelr hair and about théir 
necks more or less elaborate strings 
of beads, boar tusks. dog teeth, and 
ornamental seeds, 

When there was occasion to swim 
or ford streams or to work in the 
water In rice fields, both men and 
women discarded thelr garments with- 
out any apparent hesitation, although 
women who had occasion to work long 
in the fields usually, but by no means 
always, extemporized skirts of leaves. 

The typical house of the Bontoc 
Igorrote has a grass roof which over- 
hangs, but does not meet, low board 
sides, There Js a storeroom in the 
roof. The ground space is divided 
between a sleeping-box at the end op- 
posite the entrance, a stall in which 
food is prepared, another stall In 
which it is cooked, and a larger space 
utllized as may be conventent. 

‘The houses are grouped in large 
villages, which are often!readily ac- 
cessible, The people of this tribe de 
pended on large numbers of fighting 
men for protection rather than on In- 
accessibility. 

The Bontoc Igorrotes were once in- 
veterate head-hunters, and were for- 
merly constantly at war not only with 
neighboring tribes, but among them- 
selves, Fortunately, head-hunting has 
now ceased throughout their territory. 

They are very fond of music and 
dancing, !n which they Indulge on all 
possible occasions. The only instru- 
ments used are gansag, one of which 
Is carried and played by each dancer 
throughout the performance. 

The Bontoc Igorrotes, like the Ifu- 
gaos and the Benguet Igorrotes, are 
spirit worshipers. Thetr religious prac- 
tices consist chiefly in efforts to pro- 
pitlate the anttos, or spirits of the 
dead, who are believed to have power 
for good und evil. 

They are monogamous, but have a 
curious system of trial mdrriage. When 
they marry they usually eontinue to 
live together to a ripe old age, Dt- 
vorce is, however, permitted under 
certain circumstances,

ed about ten years before, and which 
various other European countries had 
copted, 

The experiment, ag etudied by the 
United States. Department of Agricul- 
ture, proved a success, however, and 
now the number of such associations 
has grown from 1 to 452. It Js notable 
that some states which took up the 
idea at an. early date have stuck to 
the movement and organized more and 
more associations, whilé others con- 
tinue with only a few, Most states 
increase the number of their cow-test- 
ing associations as time goes on and 
the Department of Agriculture is fos- 
tering the work, : 

The lack of testers during the war 
caused a setback to the movement, but 
recovery from this has taken place, 
and the number of associations in the 
country is now much larger than it 
was before the war. 


AMOUNTS OF FEED FOR COWS 


Upon Capacity of Animal Depends 
Quantity of* Daily Portlon of 
Grain and Roughage. 

The quantity.of silage to feed a 
cow depends upon the capacity of 
the animal. She should have as much 
as she will clean up without waste 
when consumed with the grain and 
hay, is the advice given farmers by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. A good cow should be 
fed just short of the limit of her ap 
petite. The smaller cows usually eat 
from 20 to 80 pounds of silage a day, 
and the larger animals 40 pounds or 

moore. 

The hay needed ordinarily ranges 
between 5 and 12 pounds per cow a 
day, or 0.8 pound per 100 pounds of 
Hve weight when fed in connection 
with silage. Sllage should be fed in 
the propoftion of about 2.5 to 3 pounds 
per 100 pounds of live weight. Con- 
centrates should be fed according to 
size of animals and richness of milk. 
One pound is required for each 2% 
to 4 pounds of milk produced. 

Although corn silage is one of the 
best feeds, particularly for dairy cows, 
there are some mitk producers who 
use it too freely. It is not a complete 
feed; neither is it a food that will 
give best results with only leguminous 
hays as alfaifa or cowpeas, 

Since cows cannot consume enough 
of these rough feeds to produce the 
best results under ordinary conditions, 
tt is necessary to feed .concentrates 
tn addition, particularly when the 
price is not high, as is the case this 
year. Farmers’ Bulletin 578, “The Mak- 
Ing and Feeding of Silage,” contains 
much helpful information on feeding 
when silage is the basis of the ra- 
tion. 


WARM WATER FOR MILK COWS 


Animals Will Not Drink Necessary 
Amount From icy Tank—Heaters
